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travel Another “world 
winner” banner will hang 
inside the Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport. 

Even with renovations 
and construction going 
on, the airport was de¬ 
clared the best in its cate¬ 
gory for passenger satis¬ 
faction for the sixth year 
in a row. 

The 2008 Airport Service 
Quality ratings were re¬ 
leased yesterday — award¬ 
ing Halifax three first- 
place finishes and one sil¬ 


ver medal. 

The ratings are based on 
passenger surveys from 
each area. 

Halifax won: 

• Best in overall passenger 
satisfaction for interna¬ 
tional airports under five 
million passengers a year. 

• First in the North Ameri¬ 
ca best airport category. 

• First in the customer 
service category. 

• Second behind the Cen¬ 
tral Japan Airport in the 
best domestic airport cate¬ 
gory. 

“This is a tremendous 
achievement that reflects 
wonderfully on everyone 


here,” said Tom Ruth, the 
president and CEO of the 
Halifax International Air¬ 
port Authority, in a state¬ 
ment yesterday. 

“We are also so grateful 
for the patience and under¬ 
standing of all our guests 
as we continue to build 
and grow our terminal 
building, our parking lots 
and all of our services to 
meet the growing de¬ 
mand.” 

Overall, Halifax placed 
six out of the 126 partici¬ 
pating airports. Seoul, Sin¬ 
gapore, Hong Kong and 
Central Japan finished in 
the top five.

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NDP nabs 
slim lead 

Latest poll puts Grits in 
second, Tories in third

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A new poll suggests the 
MacDonald Tories have 
fallen into third place, 
while the NDP is set to 
win a minority 
government. 

The Corporate Research 
Associates poll released yes¬ 
terday puts the NDP in first 
with 36 per cent support. 
The Liberals are next at 31 
per cent while 
the governing 
Conservatives 
have 30 per 
cent. 

“The NDP 
has certainly 
held rock solid. 

Their numbers 
are almost con¬ 
sistent now for 
six quarters or 
more,” said 
CRA president 
Don Mills. 

“We see a re¬ 
al change in 
support, based 
on the statisti¬ 
cal margin of 
error, for the 
Liberals. And we are specu¬ 
lating that it looks like it’s 
come at the expense mostly 
of the Tories.” 

The poll has a margin of 
error of 3.5 per cent, 19 
times out of 20. That puts 
the Conservatives and Liber¬ 
als in a statistical dead heat 
for second place. 

The Liberals seem to be 
luring away Toiy support, 
jumping up four per cent 
since the last poll in Novem¬ 
ber. The Tories dropped 


three points in that time. 

This is despite Liberal 
Leader Stephen McNeil hav¬ 
ing the lowest leader popu¬ 
larity rate at 22 per cent. 
Premier Rodney MacDonald 
and NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter had 27 and 28 per 
cent respectively. 

“(McNeil) is slowly build¬ 
ing his own credibility and 
it does take a while to build 
it,” Mills said. “They were 
pretty low, don’t forget.” 

“Over the last year there’s 
been quite a 
change in 
respect for 
the leader of 
the Liberal 
party. So 
progress has 
been made. 
He’s just not 
as well 
known be¬ 
cause he 
hasn’t been 
around as 
long.” 

Still, be¬ 
cause of the 
riding 
breakdown, 
Mills said 
the Liberals 
aren’t ready for a leadership 
run by the next election. 
His company predicts an 
NDP minority of 22 seats, 
with the Conservatives as 
official opposition with 17 
and Liberals with 13.

The province’s opposition 
leader accused the 
premier of making 
political hay with his 
infrastructure stimulus 
announcement today. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald is set to deliver details 
on his infrastructure stimu¬ 
lus plan this morning at a 
Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce breakfast. NDP 
Leader Darrell Dexter said 
he expects MacDonald to 
parade around the province 
dropping infrastructure 
funds in a lead-up to a 
spring election. 

“I noticed recently in an 
interview the premier said 
his focus was on the elec¬ 
tion and I found that some¬ 
what surprising. I would 
have expected that when it 
came to the stimulus pack¬ 
age and the infrastructure 
program his focus would 
be on what’s good for the 
province and not what’s 
good for the Progressive 


Conservative party,” Dex¬ 
ter said. 

But that doesn’t mean 
Dexter isn’t thinking 
about strategizing for an 
election everyone knows is 


coming soon. 

“Every party recognizes 
we’re going into the third 
year of a minority govern¬ 
ment and even majorities 
don’t last much longer than 


that,” he said. “I would ab¬ 
solutely expect that every¬ 
one is understanding what 
the political timetable is, 
but that’s a little different 
than using money coming 


» for an economic crisis for 
\ political benefit.” 

| MacDonald has been 
I tight-lipped about today’s 
I announcement but said in 
a statement yesterday it 
will be an overall plan 
and not a list of specific 
projects. 

“I will be outlining ar¬ 
eas of investment, and ex¬ 
plaining how we will be 
funding these invest¬ 
ments,” he said. 

“There have already 
been a number of projects 
put to tender, and over the 
coming days, there will be 
more of that.” 

Dexter said Highway 103 
should be a priority. 

“The 103 is acknowl¬ 
edged as the deadliest high¬ 
way in the province,” he 
said, adding that 10 people 
have died on that highway 
in the past year. 

“It’s one that has not had 
the attention of the govern¬ 
ment for some time.” 

Last week, the federal and 
provincial governments an¬ 
nounced $17.5 million to 
widen Highway 101. 


Carvery hearing set for next year 


June trial for man charged 
in YMCA alleged attack 


The 19-year-old charged 
with attacking a 24-year-old 
woman in a ladies’ wash¬ 
room at the YMCA on South 
Park Street last month has a 
date set for trial. 

Khalid Khulaif Alhardbi is 
charged with hostage tak¬ 
ing, assault causing bodily 
harm and wearing a mask 
during an offence. He was in 
Halifax Provincial Court yes¬ 
terday morning after being 
transported from custody. 

In the three-minute pro¬ 
ceeding, the defence and 
Crown agreed for the trial 
to begin on June 29. Last 
month, Alhardbi had plead¬ 
ed not guilty to the three 
charges against him. 

In the alleged attack, at 
11:15 p.m. on Feb. 17, the 
lights went out in the 
washroom and the 24-year-

old victim said she was 
grabbed from behind and 
held by a man wearing a 
mask. She screamed and 
struggled, breaking free. 
Her screams alerted YMCA 
staff and tenants, who 
called 9-1-1 and held the 
man till police got there. 

The victim and the sus¬ 
pect charged were resi¬ 
dents of the YMCA’s stu¬ 
dent dormitory, which 
houses about 20 people. 
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Jermaine Carvery will have 
a preliminaiy hearing early 
next year for the more than 
20 charges he faces for his 
alleged role in a string of 
robberies and for breaking 
away from custody. 

Carveiy was back at Hali¬ 
fax Provincial Court yester¬ 
day morning, less than 24 
hours after his case was put 
over one day for election 
and show cause. 

Several sheriff deputies 
again surrounded Carvery 
during his brief court ap¬ 
pearance. They also left his 
leg shackles on. 

Defence attorney War¬ 
ren Zimmer said his client 
had elected for a trial by 
judge and jury. He also re¬ 
quested a preliminary

hearing, which will start 
on Jan. 18, 2010 and will 
last about six weeks. 

Carvery will remain in 
custody until his next 
court appearance, which 
in Nova Scotia is Nov. 27 
for a focus hearing. 

Carveiy managed to break 
out of his leg shackles and 


o escape from guards last 
I April during a transfer from 
o the Burnside jail to the Victo- 
| ria General Hospital for day 
S surgery. He was eventually 
I caught two months later in 
° Niagara Falls, Ont., and sent 
| back to Halifax last week. 

* Aside from escaping cus¬ 
tody, other charges against 
him include robbery, at¬ 
tempted robbeiy and 
hostage-taking. They stem 
from a string of robberies in 
2004, including one at a Hal¬ 
ifax Costco where 42 em¬ 
ployees were confined while 
the thieves made off with a 
large quantity of cigarettes. 

Carveiy also has out¬ 
standing matters to deal 
with in Ontario in October. 
Nova Scotia Crown attorney 
Shauna MacDonald was un¬ 
sure how long Carvery 
would remain here before 
heading back to Ontario.

drugs has shown no 
progress globally in the 
decade since it was 
launched, a European 
Commission report said 
yesterday. 

The report came on the 
eve of a ministerial-level 
meeting by the UN Com¬ 
mission on Narcotic 
Drugs in Vienna to review 
the decade since a UN 
general assembly session 
(UNGASS) set the targets 
and launched the war on 
drugs. 

Papering over internal 
dissent over how to make 
anti-drug policy more ef¬ 
fective, UN members are 
expected to sign a decla¬ 
ration committing them¬ 
selves to the programme 
to fight the drug trade for 
another 10 years. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion report said enforcing 
drug bans had backfired 
by displacing drug 
traffickers to relatively 
lawless regions. The ban 
had led to addicts sharing 
needles — spreading dis¬ 
ease — as syringe- 
exchange centres have 
been unavailable. 

Cocaine and heroin 
consumption had 
declined in the West but 
had risen to become “a 
serious epidemic” in 
parts of eastern Europe 
and central Asia, produc¬ 
ing a net increase global¬ 
ly since 1998, said the re¬ 
port. 

“(We have) found no ev¬ 
idence that the global 
drug problem was 
reduced during the 
UNGASS period from 
1998 to 2007. Broadly 
speaking the situation 
has improved a little in 
some of the richer coun¬ 
tries while for others it 
worsened.” reuters

And for the un¬ 
thinkable demise of the 
Times, go to theatlantic.

The newspaper industry 
is partially to blame for its 
own troubles: It has been 
slow and erratic in its re¬ 
sponse to the challenge of 
online and mobile news. 
You could argue it is a 
senseless act of wanton de¬ 
struction to kill trees to 
publish the National Post. 
But the industiy can hardly 
be blamed for the demise of 
the economy or that adver¬ 
tising revenue is drying up 
faster than ink on the page.

And we’re 
going to find out just what 
we’ve lost when they’re 
gone.

People will al¬ 
ways want to know what’s 
going on and there will al¬ 
ways be people with a nose 
for news who are ready to 
tell them. Does it matter 
how we get it, as long as we 
get it? And anyway, there’s 
no news in a newspaper. By 
the time we get it, it’s a mu¬ 
seum, full of stuff we read 
online at least 24 hours ago.

Sea levels rising faster 
than expected: Scientists 


The U.N.’s climate change 
panel may be severely un¬ 
derestimating the sea-level 
rise caused by global warm¬ 
ing, climate scientists said 
recently, calling for swift 
cuts in greenhouse emis¬ 
sions. 

“The sea-level rise may 
well exceed one metre by 
2100 if we continue on our 
path of in- 
creasing emis¬ 
sions,” said 
Stefan Rahm- 
storf, profes¬ 
sor at the 
Potsdam Insti¬ 
tute for Cli¬ 
mate Impact 
“Even for a low emission 
scenario, the best estimate 
is about one metre.” 

Rahmstorf spoke at the 
International Scientific 
Congress on Climate 
Change in Copenhagen. 
The U.N.’s Intergovernmen¬ 
tal Panel on Climate 
Change in 2007 predicted 
global warming would 
cause sea levels to rise by 
between seven inches and 
23 inches this centuiy. The 
IPCC said at the time the es¬ 
timate could not accurately 
take into account factors 


such as the melting of ice 
sheets in Greenland and 
Antarctica. Many scientists 
criticized the number as too 
conservative. 

“The ice loss in Greenland 
shows an acceleration dur¬ 
ing the last decade,” said 
veteran Greenland re¬ 
searcher Konrad Steffen, di¬ 
rector of the Cooperative In- 
stitute for Re¬ 
search in En¬ 
vironmental 
Sciences at 
the University 
of Colorado, 
Boulder.

From traffic 
to electricity 

Company looking to roads, 
railways for source of energy 


An Israeli energy startup 
wants to turn irritating 
rush hour traffic into a 
source of electricity. 

Innowattech, a company 
affiliated with Israel’s 
Technion Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, said special genera¬ 
tors placed under roads, 
railways and runways can 
harvest enough energy 
from passing vehicles to 
mass-produce electricity. 

The generators contain 
material that produces 
electricity when mechani¬ 
cal force is applied, like 
the pressure from a pass¬ 
ing car’s tires. 

The process, known as 
piezoelectricity, has been 
used for years on a smaller 
scale, including in barbe¬ 
cue lighters and a dance 
club where dancers’ feet 
light the floor. 


Timeline 

• Innowattech’s Uri Amit said 
the first pilot program will 
begin in the coming months 
on a 30 -metre strip of high¬ 
way outside Tel Aviv, and 
that similar projects could 
start internationally in 2010. 


Uri Amit, chairman of In¬ 
nowattech, said the com¬ 
pany’s technology will be 
the largest application of 
piezoelectrics to date, with 
a single one-lcilometre lane 
of highway providing 
enough energy to power 
about 40 houses. 

But the technology has 
its limitations since it can

The Halifax Mooseheads’ 
season has come down to 
a realistic, achievable task: 
Win four straight games. 

Sounds easy, right? Not 
so fast. 

Sixty-four games into the 
QMJHL season, and the 
last-place Mooseheads’ 
longest winning streak is a 
measly two games. And 
they’ve only managed to 
do that twice. 

The Mooseheads are 
hoping to break new 
ground in the next five 
days as they play their final 
four games of the season 
starting tonight when they 
visit the P.E.I. Rocket. 

If the Mooseheads win 
every game, they will pass 
the Val-d’Or Foreurs and 
Lewiston Maineiacs and 
qualify for the playoffs — 
no matter what the other 
two teams do. 

“Our fate is in our own 
hands,” Mooseheads head 
coach and general manag¬ 
er Cam Russell said simply. 

The Mooseheads are 18- 
39-3-4 with 43 points and 
could finish with the fran¬ 
chise’s lowest point total 
of all time. The 2003-04 en¬ 
try, the only Mooseheads 
team in the past 14 seasons 
not to make the playoffs, 
finished with 44 points. 

Val-d’Or and Lewiston 
are tied three points ahead 
of Halifax, but each has 
just two games remaining. 
Halifax must pass both 
teams to make the play¬ 
offs. 

The Mooseheads typical¬ 
ly travel to Charlottetown 
on game day, but took the 
bus up yesterday to get set¬ 
tled. 

“We wanted to make 
sure the players recog¬ 
nized the importance of 


this game,” Russell said. 
“We wanted to make sure 
they were in a controlled 
environment, make sure 
they’re well-fed and rested, 
so we can get the best out 
of them.” 

The Mooseheads will be 
looking for contributions 
from everyone, particular¬ 
ly leading scorer Tomas 
Knotek, who has just two 
assists and is a minus-11 in 
his past six outings. 

After tonight’s contest, 
the Mooseheads return 
home for three games in 
three days at the Metro 


Centre. They host the Saint 
John Sea Dogs on Friday 
and Saturday and welcome 
the Acadie-Bathurst Titan 
for the season finale on 
Sunday. Because all three 
opponents have already 
qualified for the playoffs, 
the Mooseheads might 
catch a break. 

“You can get a little bit of 
luck,” Russell said. “You 
can run into a backup 
goalie or a team resting 
top players.”

The three X-Men were 
charged on March 1 with 
assault causing bodily 
harm and will appear in 
court on May 4. A St. FX in¬ 
vestigation into the matter 
is ongoing. 

All three were out of the 
lineup when the X-Men 
lost to the Dalhousie Tigers 
in Sunday’s AUS final. 

“Nothing has changed 
since last week — they will 


remain out of uniform this 
weekend,” said St. FX ath¬ 
letic director Leo MacPher- 
son. “I was waiting to see 
how the internal investiga¬ 
tion had progressed, but 
there is no new informa¬ 
tion.” 

The players can still 
practice with the 
team and will trav¬ 
el to Ottawa to sit 
on the bench in 
street clothes. 

Richards, a fifth- 
year, six-foot-two 
guard, is one of the 
most decorated 
players in AUS his¬ 
tory. He finished 
his career with 1,526 
points in 96 games, placing 
him 13th on the confer¬ 
ence’s all-time list and sec¬ 
ond to Fred Perry in St. FX 
history. 

MacPherson said his de¬ 
cision on the Final 8 will 
only change if the internal 
investigation wraps up be¬ 
fore the tournament starts, 
a scenario he called “high¬ 
ly unlikely.” 

The X-Men are seeded 
eighth for the Final 8 and 
will face the No. 1-ranlced 
Carleton Ravens on Friday 
at 9 p.m.

As the sun slowly crawls 
down the skyline, the 
cares of the world are far 
away. At a table almost 
enveloped in water, a 
group sits in their 
swimwear, knocking back 
beers number eight and 
nine. 

They’re cheering on the 
guys by the diving board, 
who are attempting ever 
more ambitious plunges in¬ 
to the fast-flowing channel 
that divides the two halves 
of the island. 

The crowd gathered at 
the Lazy Lizard bar are a 
clue to what Caye Caulker 
offers. Off the coast of Be¬ 
lize and situated next to the 
world’s second biggest bar¬ 
rier reef, it has become 
something of a secret back¬ 
packer hotspot. 

Caye Caulker doesn’t 
have any beach worth 
speaking of, and this is ar¬ 
guably what helps it to re¬ 
tain its character. The re¬ 
sorts are never going to 
take over in the same way 
that they have on Amber¬ 
gris Caye further north 
purely because the masses 
have no sandy stretches to 
lie on. 

It’s an island of bright 
clapboard guesthouses, an 
anything goes attitude and 
a slow, shuffling pace. 
Within minutes of arriving, 
hectic huriying is reduced 
to a contented shamble 
along the colourful main 
drag, and two-for-one 
daiquiris before lunch seem 
mighty tempting. 

It’s a seriously relaxed 


place. Eveiything works on 
island time, happy hours 
last “until everyone is hap¬ 
py,” and any sartorial ad¬ 
vance on shorts and flip- 
flops is completely over¬ 
dressed. 

Many visitors to Caye 
Caulker are lured by diving 
or snorkelling trips with 
rays and manatees, but stay 
because of the vibe. It’s the 
sort of place that sucks peo¬ 
ple in. 

Many will come for two 
days, extend for a couple 
more and before they know 
it, they’ve not seen their 
family for 12 years. 

Hence, the ranks of those 
that live on Caye Caulker 
are multinational. Boat 


skippers from Nicaragua, 
crew from Canada, dive 
shop managers from the 
UK and grocery store own¬ 
ers from China are com¬ 
mon. 

It’s a place where the par¬ 
ty is never planned, but 
one could break out at any 
time. A quiet bar can 
morph into a sin-paclced 
reggae club in which some 
of the dirtiest bumping and 
grinding imaginable takes 
place. 

And then the next morn¬ 
ing, one of those dancers 
may well turn out to be the 
captain of the reef trip boat. 
Turning up 40 minutes late 
for the tour with a pound¬ 
ing head, then throwing a 


series of empty beer bottles 
off his rainbow-coloured 
vessel before departure is 
absolutely par for the 
course. 

But if you finally do get 
out into the Hoi Chan Ma¬ 
rine Reserve, it’s a wonder¬ 
ful playground. It becomes 
something of an aquatic 
highlights reel. Alongside 
the manatees and rays are 
sharks (not the man-eating 
variety), eels, barracudas 
and turtles. Throw in brain 
coral and thousands of 
brightly coloured fish, and 
snorlcelers are pretty much 
guaranteed to hit the jack¬ 
pot. 

Despite this, the reef is 
just a pleasant bonus for 


those that kick back on 
Caye Caulker. 

If there’s one place that 
perfectly captures the is¬ 
land’s ridiculously laid-back 
vibe, it’s Jolly Roger’s Grill. 
To call it a restaurant would 
be going a little bit far — 
it’s just one man and his oil 
can barbecue, with a few ta¬ 
bles scattered by the beach. 
There are generally only 
two or three menu options, 
and the dishes come served 
in polystyrene boxes. 

Doesn’t sound all that 
promising, does it? But the 
old adage of never trusting 
a skinny chef comes into 
play here. Roger is enor¬ 
mous, and as jolly as the 
name of the restaurant sug¬ 


gests. 

He also makes the best 
snapper in garlic sauce 
you’ll ever taste, and rou¬ 
tinely grills lobsters for vir¬ 
tually nothing, as if they 
were common-or-garden 
chicken fillets from a budg¬ 
et supermarket. 

Nothing fazes him — if 
20 people turn up at once, 
he just dishes out free rum 
punches while he cooks, 
and sends a friend down to 
what passes for a supermar¬ 
ket in order to get some hot 
sauce. 

He’s Caye Caulker 
through and through — a 
drink, a smile and a “no 
problem” is the cure for all 
ills.

This 
former Soviet hub is not 
only rich in history, archi¬ 
tecture and tradition — it’s 
a cosmopolitan city of 
trendy cafes, cool hang¬ 
outs and stylish night¬ 
clubs. 

Where to stay: For modern 
accommodations with all 
the comforts of home, the 
Hyatt Regency Kiev is the 
best choice. Located in the 
heart of the city, the hotel 
is within walking distance 
of some of the top tourist 
attractions, including St. 
Sophia’s Cathedral and St. 
Michael’s Monastery. In a 
country where very little 
English is spoken and taxi

drivers are keen to scam 
foreigners, it sure is help¬ 
ful to have bilingual con¬ 
cierges on hand. 

Where to shop: The main 
strip of Khreshchatylc has 
everything from Puma to 
Nike, Mango to Zara and 
Soviet-era department 
stores to Louis Vuitton and 


Gucci. On weekends they 
close the strip to cars, mak¬ 
ing retail therapy all the 
more pedestrian friendly. 

Where to buy Communist- 
era kitsch: Strolling along 
the winding cobblestone 
streets in front of St. An¬ 
drew’s Baroque cathedral, 
you’ll find a whack of 


g kitschy communist sou- 
> venirs such as gas masks, 
% Lenin T-shirts, Russian 
% wooden dolls, Stalin shot 
5 glasses and Ukrainian 
crafts. Just a few steps 
away you’ll find the heart 
of the Ukrainian art com¬ 
munity. On summer after¬ 
noons, sidewalks are lined 
with original artworks. 

Where to eat: Koureni, one 
of the oldest restaurants in 
Kiev, serves up traditional 
Ukrainian cuisine in a 
quaint garden setting. 
Overlooking the Dnieper 
River, Koureni has a killer 
view of the city and some 
of the tastiest pancakes 
with caviar. 

If you’re craving interna¬ 
tional cuisine try Avalon, a 
seafood restaurant with an 
underwater, mermaid-in¬ 
spired decor, or Nobu, a 
venue known for its sushi, 
sashimi and other Japan¬ 
ese dishes. 

Where to party: Buddha 
Bar is relatively new to the 
Kiev club scene. Following 
in the footsteps of Buddha 
Bars in Paris and New York 
City, Buddha Bar Kiev is a 


dinner club with pan-Asian 
cuisine and a reputation 
for glamour. While VIPs 
groove to deep house, 
could-be-models scan for 
rich future husbands. 
Partiers move from the 
restaurant’s iconic gold 
Buddha statue to the 
lounge for martinis. It’s a 
space of pretty people with 
mood lighting so dark you 
can barely see your 
edamame appetizer. 

Where to hang: Many 
young Ukrainians choose 
to hang and sip local brew 


in the famous Independ¬ 
ence Square. Home of 
Ukraine’s Orange Revolu¬ 
tion, it’s both a historic 
square and popular spot 
for a cheap and cheerful 
night out. 

Drinking openly in the 
streets is common, so 
many spend their summer 
evenings relaxing on the 
steps near the Globus 
Shopping Centre, cracking 
open a beer and people 
watching.

We’ve all felt the current 
recession’s sting in one 
way or another, and an 
honest reaction would be 
to try and save as much 
money as possible by do¬ 
ing things ourselves rather 
than paying someone else. 
Doing basic maintenance 
and repairs on your vehicle 
can be simple. However, 
they have become so com¬ 
plicated in recent years 
that you can get in a lot of 
trouble very easily if some¬ 
thing goes wrong. 

Gaiy Grant, service man¬ 
ager at Willowdale Subaru 
in Toronto, and an automo¬ 
tive expert who currently 
contributes to TheGarage- 
Blog.com and Driven- 
Wheels.com, advises: “Do a 
bit of research. Read the 
maintenance section of the 
owner’s manual. Under¬ 
stand what the manufac¬ 
turer considers important. 
Because we live in Canada, 
follow the manufacturer’s 
‘severe’ service schedule,” 
he said. 

“I’m often asked, ‘Can’t I 
do that myself?’ My re¬ 
sponse is usually some¬ 
thing along the lines of, ‘I 
don’t know. I’m not sure of 
what skills you have.’ For 
the most part, the basics 


like oil changes haven’t 
changed in terms of diffi¬ 
culty. However, oil changes 
are more important now 
than ever due to tighter 
build tolerances in engines. 
Do them on time. Don’t 
reach for the cheap filter, 
buy the good one. Don’t 
miss an interval, ever.” 

Grant said that tire rota¬ 
tion could be a realistic task 
for those with proper equip¬ 
ment. 


Riding the 

Recession 


CarCareCanada.ca, a 
website that helps con¬ 
sumers understand more 
about their own vehicles, 
suggests other simple tasks 
that you can do yourself. 

First, ensure that all your 
lights are functioning prop¬ 


erly, including turn signals 
and brake lights. These are 
usually very easy to replace 
if they’re burnt out. Next, 
check all the fluid levels un¬ 


der your hood, including 
engine oil, windshield 
washer, anti-freeze/coolant 
and transmission fluid. 
Check the terminals on 


your vehicle’s battery for 
corrosion, and if you find 
some, have your technician 
clean them the next time 
your car’s in for service. 

Wiper blades and the 
frames themselves are also 
veiy easy to change, and you 
can purchase replacements 
at any auto parts store. 

CarCareCanada.ca also 
recommends keeping good 
tire pressure to ensure your 
vehicle performs as it’s sup¬ 
posed to, including fuel 
mileage. 

Preventative maintenance 
is also vital to keeping your 
vehicle in top shape, and on¬ 
ly a drop in the bucket com¬ 
pared to what you might 
pay if something goes horri¬ 
bly wrong. 

“There are more than a 
few tales of consumers buy¬ 
ing a new engine at 50,000 
km because they missed a 
couple of oil changes and 
the engine failed,” Grant 
warned. 

Educating yourself is key. 
“Learn the meaning behind 
some common automotive 
terms so you understand 
what the service adviser is 
telling you,” Grant recom¬ 
mends. “If you don’t under¬ 
stand what the service ad¬ 
viser is telling you, ask for 
more details. Don’t agree 
to something you don’t un¬ 
derstand or feel skeptical 
about.”

With cars, size isn’t every¬ 
thing. When hatchbacks 
are thoughtfully designed, 
they’ll hold a lot more 
than their small footprints 
would suggest. That’s the 
case with Hyundai’s 
newest compact version, 
the 2009 Elantra Touring. 

This isn’t just an Elantra 
sedan with a liftgate, as was 


the case with the Elantra 
Hatchback, last seen for 
2006. It’s a model known as 
the i30 in Europe, Australia 
and Asia, and while it 
shares the Elantra’s 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder engine, it has 
a different platform. Euro¬ 
pean models are built in the 
Czech Republic, while ours 
come from Korea. 

Four trim lines range 
from $14,995 to $21,195, 
with an extra $1,200 on 
each to switch from five- 


speed manual to four- 
speed automatic. 

At 138 horsepower, the 
Touring isn’t the most pow¬ 
erful in the segment, but 
this isn’t really a categoiy 
for brute strength. It feels 
lively enough, even when 
climbing hills, and gets 
loud only when punched 
hard to get around highway 
traffic. 

Handling is much better 
than expected, with nicely- 
weighted steering, minimal 


body lean in corners, small 
steering wheel, and smooth 
return from sharp curves. 
The ride is firm, but while 
you feel bumps on bad 
roads, the suspension does¬ 
n’t crash over them. 

The base L trim line 
comes with power win¬ 
dows and locks, but you 
must move up to the Pre¬ 
ferred Package, at $2,250 
more, to get A/C, keyless 
entry, heated seats, side 
and curtain airbags, anti-

head restraints, which 
help prevent whiplash.

The cure for a crisis 

Knowing and other fantasy films offer escape from reality

Last week saw the release 
of Zack Snyder’s 
Watchmen, a mammoth, 
morally dubious super¬ 
hero saga whose dramatic 
arc rests on questions of 
sacrificing mankind in or¬ 
der to save it. 

And now we have cult 
filmmaker Alex Proyas’ 
blockbuster science fiction 
thriller Knowing — out 
next Friday — a picture 
that veers into apocalyptic 
dread and alien paranoia 
but in its subtext, is really 
offering a shocking solu¬ 
tion to our planet’s myriad 
of cultural, economical and 
environmental problems. 


It’s a classic case of using 
fantasy to cloak sophisti¬ 
cated musings on reality. 

Since cinema started, pe¬ 
riods of social, political 
and, yes, financial stress 
have caused some of the 
most profound and 
thoughtful genre movies 
to come crawling out of 
the ether, offering both 
glossy escape from reality 
and hard stares directly in¬ 
to it. 

This was true in the 
1920s in Germany, when 
the battered post-First 
World War youth culture 
gave birth to the night¬ 
marish films of the expres¬ 
sionist movement, which 
led to the Great Depression 
sparked advent of earthy, 
gothic horror films in the

u.s. 

The 1950s saw a Mc¬ 
Carthy paranoia fuelled 
populace wither under an 
onslaught of allegorical 
alien invasion thrillers, 
while in the early 1970s, as 
the news spat out violent 
images of Vietnam, people 
gravitated toward mind- 
bending techno-shoclcers 
that showed mankind at 
its morally lowest. 

And now, as North 
America struggles to dig it¬ 
self out from under a 
seemingly unyielding eco¬ 
nomic crisis and with the 
war in Iraq and 
Afghanistan continuing to 
rack up casualties, multi¬ 


plexes are being besieged 
by a new wave of anxious, 
dark and ultimately fasci¬ 
nating films, pictures that 
offer a bleak world view 
coupled with elements of 
the supernatural and meta¬ 
physical. 

“What I’ve always liked 
about the fantasy, horror 
and science fiction genres 
is that it heightens the 
background noise of the 
characters,” says Proyas — 
who also directed Dark 
City and The Crow — 
about the genre he chiefly 
toils in. 

“It gives people them an 
extreme version of the real 
world to see how people 
react in it. But no matter 
how strange events can 
get, it’s always about the 


humanity. Sometimes you 
really have to look deeply 
for it, but it’s always there, 
driving the story.” 

Film is, and always will 
be a mirror and though the 
heavy shadow of recession 


looms large, some comfort 
lies in the promise that be¬ 
cause of this, Hollywood 
might continue releasing 
lavish entertainments that 
actually challenge and con¬ 
front us.

Gimmicky challenges and 
his own gimmicky designs 
finally brought Hamilton 
designer Jason Meyers’ 
journey to a halt on last 
night’s episode of Project 
Runway Canada. 

Last night’s unusual ma¬ 
terial of choice was Post-It 
notes and designers were 
challenged to use the 
sticky paper strips to cre¬ 
ate a dress for a breast can¬ 
cer survivor. Meyers, 31, 
used fluorescent yellow 
and pink Post-Its to create 
an enormous gown that 
judges called “a train 
wreck” and he was booted. 

He says doing the show 
was a great learning expe¬ 
rience that forced him to 
think differently and gave 
him a chance to share 
ideas with like-minded in¬ 
dividuals. 

“It was definitely a grow¬ 
ing experience as a design-

er for me. I developed 
more and it was cool to see 
different techniques and 
styles from the other de¬ 
signers,” Meyers said. 

Iman and the other 
judges frequently referred 
to Meyers as a “gimmicky” 
designer, but he insists he 
just did his best with chal¬ 
lenges that were innately 
strange, like using old wed¬ 
ding dresses for fabric or 
making a gown out of Post- 
It notes. 

“The challenges I found 
were gimmicky them¬ 
selves, so I kind of just 
went for it,” Meyers said. 

Tasked with creating a 
camouflage dress in week 
one, Meyers built a dress 


with a tail that could be 
pulled over the model’s 
head to hide her. In anoth¬ 
er week, Meyers sewed in 
thumb fasteners across the 
surface of a dress to let it 
go from day to evening by 
having the model clip 
parts of it up or down. 

He admits time and 
budget constraints were 
the biggest challenge on 
the show and he’s proud of 
having made it as far as he 
did. 

“We only had one zipper 
and $100 to buy fabric — 
that was really hard. I did¬ 
n’t give up and tried to 
work through it as best as I 
could,” Meyers said. 

Meyers is proudest to 


have won week two’s chal¬ 
lenge, when Canadian ac¬ 
tress Elisha Cuthbert 
picked his classic, black 
Hollywood dress for her¬ 
self to wear, calling it 
“beautifully made.” 

Unlike some of the de¬ 
signers who engaged in 
baclc-biting drama on the 
show, Meyers says his goal 
was always to be a neutral 
force and focus on his own 
work. “I just tried to do my 
own thing. I wouldn’t sabo¬ 
tage anybody because 
we’re all designers, we’re 
all there for the same rea¬ 
son,” Meyers said.

Spring Salmon 
and Asparagus 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless salmon fillets, 
about 5 oz (140 g) each 

7 oz (200 g) leeks 
1/2 lb (250 g) tender 
asparagus spears 

5 oz (150 g) sugar-snap 
peas 

4 tbsp (60 ml) dry white 
wine 

3/4 cup (175 ml) fish or 
vegetable stock 
2 tbsp (25 ml) butter, diced 
Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 
1 tbsp (15 ml) snipped 
fresh chives 

METHOD: 

1. Run fingertips over 
salmon to check for stray 
bones, pulling out any 
that remain between 
flakes of fish. Arrange 
leeks in single layer in bot¬ 
tom of large, shallow 


flameproof casserole. Lay 
pieces of salmon on top. 
Surround fish with aspara¬ 
gus and sugar-snap peas. 
Pour in wine and stock, 
and dot butter over fish. 
Season with salt and pep¬ 
per to taste. 

2. Bring to boil, then cover 
casserole with tight-fitting 
lid and reduce heat so liq¬ 
uid simmers gently.
